Our War Dead 
Tills m onth the families of W oild War II's fa llen 
soldiers who were buried overseas are being asked 
whether they desire the m en to remain where they 
now lie or have them brought back to this country for 


reburial 
Of 77.9 01 who la st their U v s in Europe In World 
War I, 46,310 were disinterred and 
returned to the 
United S ta tes a t the request of next of kin. The task 
cost approximately $20,000,000 and required two y ears 
to complete. This tim e it will be a costlier and longer 
project, for American war dead lie in 209 cem eteries 
from Okinawa and Iwo J im a to centra l Germany . 
By provid.ng this choice for the bereaved fam ilies, 
the War Depa rtm ent 1s keeping fa ith, Insofar as mere 
m an can, with those who paid the heaviest price in 
World War II. There are som e so constituted tha t tho 
return of their loved ones to American soil will h tlp 
them find em otional surcease. There are others who 
readjust them selves differently to the tragic fa ct of 
dea th and realize that, by leaving their sons or thetr 
husbands in well-kept burial grounds overseas, their 
loved ones Join “ tha t Innumerable brotherhood' which 
knows no nationality , 


No Copy right On Color 
The Ohio Sena te’s commerce and luiior com m ittee 
Is considering a bill to perm it the sa le of colored m a r­ 
garine, a proposal which dairy m en ha ve opposed for 
y ears. 
Time a lters a ll things, however, and a m ong those 
who testified before the com m ittee was a dairy m an 
who also raises soy beans. “ O hio is one of the largest 
soy bean producers In the country ," he told the com ­ 
m ittee, “ a nd we are penalizing our farm ers who ha ve 
a bigger sta ke In soy bea ns tha n they do In butter." 
The soy bean crop in Ohio now ha s a grea ter m one­ 
tary * value tha n a nnual butter production, although, 
of course, soy bea n oil goes into m a ny thin gs besides 
ol.o. 
With m argarine a t 42 cents a pound a nd butter a t 
approximately twice that, a nd with the butter supply 
still far from adequate, the sale of rea dy -colored oieo, 
properly and plainly labeled, would be ta king no unfa ir 
au>a ina ge of the dairy interests. After a ll, there are 
sea sons when butter is of such a pa le sha de tha t color 
must be added. Butter ha s first cla im to y ellow, but 
when there Isn't enough butter to go around it hardly 
seem s fa ir to copy right a color.
